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Dear colleagues and clinic owners:

The Board of Examiners would like to thank
our two outgoing Board Members Dr. Jerry
Schreiner of Thomasville and Dr. Gilles
Beaumont of Mobile. Both doctors are com-
pleting their second terms and we appreciate
their hard work over the past eight years. I
would personally like to thank both doctors
for their guidance especially following the
death of two sitting board members and the
transition with all the new members of the
Board. The Board had just replaced two out
going Board members Dr. Ron Ivie from
District 6 and Dr. Paula Gilliam from District
5 following their second terms as well as Dr.
Lett from District 4 and Dr. Nelson from
District 2. During this same time the
Board had added the African American at
large position creating another new member.
Dr. Beaumont and Dr. Schreiner were the
only Board members with any real experi-
ence to maintain any continuity. I had just
finished my first year on the Board and their
experience having served the previous five
years really helped to bring all the new mem-
bers up to speed with all the duties and re-
sponsibilities the position requires. At the
time of the writing of this message we cur-

rently do not know who their replace-
ments will be, but we look forward to
working with whoever is elected in for
these two districts.

The complaints for the past year remain
down with the biggest issues being re-
cords release, record keeping, and practic-
ing without a license. The board received
a total of 21 complaints for 2011. When
records are requested from you please
refer to the rules regarding release of
these records to make sure you are com-
pliant with all aspects of the release proc-
ess. We have also looked into our five
year rule regarding retention of records
and we have had several doctors state
HIPPA required records to be maintained
for seven years. After researching this
issue HIPPA does not specify a specific
time of retention but deals with the pro-
tection of patient information and defers
the time to the respective state the doctor.
is practicing in.

As of December 13th we still had 66 doc-
tors yet to renew their license. I hope all
these doctors were able to get their re-

The Board may approve a technique seminar that is
sponsored by a Chiropractic College but it is the doctors responsibility to make sure the technique is taught in accredited Chiro-
practic Schools. The allowance for continuing education credit is not an endorsement that you are allowed to perform the spe-
cific procedures you are learning at the seminar. We have approved courses for credit but the specific techniques are not al-
lowed by our scope such as learning certain injectible procedures etc.

I hope everyone has had a wonderful 2011 and may 2012 be your best year ever.
